At a special meeting this week the board of education 
of Arlington Heights public schools approved floor plans 
for an upper grade unit adjoining South school and for a 
primary addition bo North school. 
The upper grade unit provides complete facilities for 
all sixth, seventh, and eighth grade students of the district. 
—------------------- | The plan submitted by the 
architectural firm of Ganster 
and Hennighausen and ap­ 
proved by the board locates 
the upper grade unit south 
of the present building, with 
a short connecting corridor be­ 
tween the buildings. 
It provides eight classrooms, a 
science room, shop, art room, li­ 
brary. and a cafeteria-auditorium 
which will serve both the lower 
grade and uoper grade school. 
THE PLAN provides 
excellent 
access to the present gymnasium 
and dressing rooms from 
the 
upper grade unit and 
to 
the 
home economics room to be lo­ 
cated where the cafeteria now is. 
The location of the building on 
the site, together with the ac­ 
quisition of two lots totaling a- 
bout two acres bordering 
the 
school grounds on the south, will 
allow for the planning of separ­ 
ate play areas for children 
of 
various age levels. 
The board pointed again to the 
factors influencing their decision 
to centralize the upper grades 
and to do so at this location:

CITY DUMP 
The burning question of many 
of our cities and villages is the 
city dump. 
This question has 
been the subject of many a dis­ 
cussion in our Engineering Jour­ 
nals and none seem to hav’e the 
solution. 
Therefore may I sug­ 
gest: 
I suggested to one of my cli­ 
ents to select an 
area which 
might in the future be a city or 
township 
park. 
Suppose 
you 
select a place half way between 
Arlington Heights and Palatine, 
say about 20 acres, possibly a low 
place, and then get in touch with 
some Chicago 
contractor 
who 
supplies earth filling. 
Have him 
excavate a strip, say 50 to IOO 
feet wide and excavate the strip 
at least IO feet deep. 
He will 
make a pile of cash selling the 
earth especially as the Eden Su­ 
per-highway is in most part to 
be elevated. 
As the area is excavated your 
material could be dumped in the 
hole and followed up until the 
entire arca of 20 acres would be 
filled to the level of the natural 
soil. 
At the head of the excavation 
you would want a small cater­ 
pillar tractor with a bulldozer, 
the tractor to crush the tin cans 
and glass bottles and to push 
the mass into the 
excavated 
part. 
In this way you would 
avoid the unsightly pile of gar­ 
bage. 
The 20 acres could be exca­ 
vated in strips 60 to IOO feet 
wide and when one strip was 
filled th" second strip could i>e 
excavated 
until the whole 20 
acres were complete. 
I think the above is the solu­ 
tion of a very vexatious prob­ 
lem.

h i c a g o and Northern Illinois is a world center 
for medical education. More doctors are trained 
in the area than in any other comparable community. 
At a conservative estimate, one doctor out of every 
five in the nation received part or all of his educa­ 
tion here.

home eco. nnd music, but also 
will be available to community 
groups for mc'eting and banquets.

The new building will have a 
cafeteria which can scat 600 stu­ 
dents at one time. A stage at 
one end means the cafeteria can 
be used for little theater W’ork, 
for Woman’s club meetings or 
for other community group as­ 
semblies. 
“The entire expansion program 
has been so planned that sec­ 
tions of the building can be 
locked off to accommodate dif­ 
ferent activities,” Knoeppel ex­ 
plained. 
As an example, he cited a 
basketball game could be in prog­ 
ress in the new gym, an Ame­ 
rican 
Legion 
banquet in the 
cafeteria, and a Woman *8 club 
meeting in the old gymnasium. 
"WE HOPE that parents w’ill 
agree w’lth us that this is tho 
time to expand before the room 
shortage 
becomes critical," he 
said. 
The township high school now* 
has more than 800 students, an 
increase of over IOO since last 
year, and it is expected at least 
another IOO to 150 students will 
be added to the list in fall, 1949. 
At this rate, the high school 
will have to accommodate appro­ 
ximately 1,600 students by 1958. 
an impossible task under pres­ 
ent facilities w hich are goaled to 
handle 800 students. 
Tne board already has made 
emergency changes for this fall 
to care for the more than 900 
students expected. 
THE CHANGES the board has 
forced to authorize include creat­ 
ing 4 classrooms from the teach­ 
ers’ cafeteria, library conference 
room* men’s faculty room and a 
study hall, and creating a study 


hall from the present cafeteria. I 
Also, by 1950 extra periods will 
have to be added to the day 
and students will have to go to 
school in shifts unless more class­ 
rooms are added. Physical educa- 
tion classes, for instance, are al­ 
ready 
overcrowded with more 
than 50 students in some classes. 
Such a class should not have 
more than 35 students in order 
for each to get enough attention. 
Principal Knoeppel stated four 
solutions were available for the 
present and coming dilemma of 
an overcrowded school. 
THE FIRST, and 
considered 
the wisest by the board, is to 
provide building space before it 
is drastically needed and before 
each student’s education must be 
sacrificed by shorter hours and 
less individual attention. 
Second: classes must meet less 
times per week, but for longer 
periods. This is one way to cre­ 
ate more periods 
during 
the 
school day to take care of the 
increased enrollment, but it will 
mean less class guidance by tea­ 
chers. 
Third: Create more and short­ 
er periods during, the day. which 
w’ould eliminate study periods. 
This would 
mean more 
home 
study for students. 
FOURTH: Authorize morning 
and afternoon sessions. If this 
is done the high school might 
lose its present accrediting level 
with the North Central associa­ 
tion of high school and colleg- ! 
es. This is the highest accredit­ 
ing level which can be attained 
by a high school, the principal 
explained. Half-day sessions also 
would endanger the school’s stan­ 
ding w’ith the state superinten­ 
dent’s office. 
Here is how the new building 
will meet the room shortage sit­ 
uation.

home economic rooms, five gen­ 
eral classrooms. 2 rooms for gen­ 
eral music which can be open­ 
ed into one large room for a

be 
nursed when it is hungry—the 
“demand system ”—is the ideal 
method of establishing effective 
nursing habits.

Sona rs, vegetables crops exten­ 
sion specialist. University of Illi­ 
nois. in listing some of the vari­ 
ety ■» that have bi en shown to 
be suitable for freezing. 
“Of the many varieties listed 
in the seed catalogs, only a few 
a 
jupe! air for canning, 
and 
even ft wer are 
superior 
for 
fret zing," Somers 
said. 
“The 
factors that make a variety un­ 
suited for freezing 
cannot 
be 
foreseen, nor are they easily ex­ 
plained. 
“ For example, in some varie­ 
ties of peas the outer skin 
is 
broken and torn in the process 
of freezing, while in other varie­ 
ties the outer sj^ms fade to 
a 
dirty gray or turn dark brown. 
The hading canning varieties of 
peas are not suited for freezing. 


FO R T U N A T E LY in 
g r e e n 
beans, sweet corn and lima beans 
the variety factors are not 
so 
complicated as in peas. The lead­ 
ing fresh 
market and canning 
varieties, if

freezing, are at least acceptable 
for that purpose.

ommendation calls for a special pur- 
! pose outlet for motor driven equip-

horsepower or over, which

Be certain that the wiring system 
has a service entrance of ample sire 
and enough c.rcuifc each of the proper 
wire size.
